Sm,—Anyone: whose duties necessitate: 
his attendance at the Coroner's Ingnests 
held in this Colony must have been struck 
by the vagaries and irregularitits, which 
lava recently beeu exhibited in the eon. 
duct of these enquiries by the present 
Corouer, Many instances of these strange 
frenks of fancy upon the part of tha: pre. 
a ding official hare been already commented 
upon in your colamns, and appear to have 
reached their climx a few weeks: since 
when an enquiry was held and a verdict 
recorded without tha indispensable form of 
viewing the. body having ‘been gone 
throngh by the jury, In England, and I 
presume the same regulations guide the 
Ooroner in this Colony, such on omission 
would have invalidated the whole of the pro... 
ceedings, and afro: enquiry’ would have 
beenordered. A grout deal is left to tho dis- 
cretion of the efnieet pectornting the duties of 
the post, but it iso! course supposed that 
the powers with which he is invested will 
be used with a certsin amount of common.
